sure by hand pumps, which, being re- 
leased, carry the oil out in volatilized 
form through a spraying Jet, where it 
is ignited to fine advantage, making a 
brilliant light. In the case at hand, 
however, instead of being burned for 
light, the oil is burned for heat. The 
heat generated by this combustion Is 
used to heat a locomotive tire, which is 
then taken off the driving wheels with- 
out taking the engine down. The con- 
venience of this can be imagined 
when it is said that the heating takes 
but fifteen minutes. The tires can be 
either removed or put in place by this 
method.

Vrtdrnre That It In the Front Pmrt 


ot tbe Brain. 


The exact seat 5a the brain of the 


highest intellectual faculties has been 
a moot polsn in sHenct: since the func- 
tions of the orin::i of mind began to 
be investigated w ith accuracy, says 
a writi-r iu the London Chronicle. The 
general conwu-su-* of opinion localizes 
what we term "mind" in the prefrontal 
Jobes of the brain, bnt by another 
school of thinkers l!x» hinder lobes 
have iK-t-n credited with performing 
our highest cerebral duties. The bal- 
ance of evidence, I should say, is de- 
cld<-»31y In fin or of tho former view, 
and recent researches and observations 
by Dr. PheJps, an American investiga- 
tor, would appear to assist in strength- 
ening the opinion that the most impor- 
tant portion of the brain is Its anterior 
region. In the course of the investiga- 
tions in question some 295 cases of 
brain injury and disease were exam- 
ined. In all save two it was noted that 
interference of extensive nature with 
the prefrontal region resulted in seri- 
ous disturbances of the mental facul- 
ties. Less severe Injury produced less 
marked effects. These facts parallel 
the researches of other investigators, 
and they are further substantiated by 
what is observed in cases of idiocy 
connected with a want of development 
of tbe frontal lobes of the brain. 


As to the relative importance of the 


two lobes or halves of the cerebrum or 
chief brain mass most of us know tbnt 
each half governs the opposite side of 
the body and that, as we are right 
handed, BO we may be called left 
brained. The superiority In functional 
importance of our 'left brain is not 
questioned, and it is therefore interest- 
ing to find Dr. Phelps insisting from 
the results of bis investigations that 
our left brain lobe is really the intel- 
lectual half. The right half, it is add- 
ed, is capable of sustaining severe iu- 
Jury without marked mental effects 
supervening, and cases are quoted In 
support of this fact. Indeed, such cases 
hav9, frequently puzzled physiologists, 
seeing that the disturbance of the in- 
tellect has in no sense been commen- 
surate with the injury to the brain. 
| 


On the notion of the greater impor- 


tance of our left brain and on the theo- 
ry that severe injuries which do not 
produce utter mental breakdown really 
involve the right lobe, the puzzling con- 
stitution of the brain may be explained 
in part at least. But tbe last word has 
not yet been said concerning the brain's 
ways and work. Injuries of the left 
half do not always produce serious 
effects as regards the mental life, 
while we have bad some physiologists 
insisting that we have really two 
brains and that, while the left lobe isi 
the JeUyll of the intellect, the right, on 
occasion at least, is apt to play the 
part of llyde. 
A fascinating theory 


this, but one to which sober science ia 
not likely to append its imprimatur.

This principle has 
boon termed "bromelln," and so power- 
ful is its action upon protoids that it 
will digest ns much as 1,000 times its 
weight within a few hours, says a 
writer in the London Lancet. Its di- j 
gostivc activity varies in accordance 
with the kind of proteid to which it is 
subjected.

after u time. 


With the coagulated albumen of eggs 


the digestive process ia slow, while 
with the albumen of meat its action 
seems ilrst to produce u pulpy gelat- 
inous mass, which, however, com- 
pletely dissolves after ix short time. 
When a slice ol! fresh pineapple is 
placed upon a raw beefsteak, the sur- 
fnoo of the stonk becomes gradually 
gelatinous, owing to the digestive ac- 
tion of tbe enzyme of the juice. 


Of course, it Is well known that di- 


gestive agents exist also In other fruits, 
but when it is considered that an aver- 
age til&otl pineapple will yield nearly 
two pints of juice it will be seen that 
the digestive iiclioii of tho wl<aie fruit 
must be enormous. The activity of thlsj 
peculiar digestive ai;ont Is destroyed 
In the cooked plne;\p;>lo. but unions 
the pineapple l.s preserved by heat 
there Is no joasou why the- tinned fruit 
should not retain tho digestive power.

High heel shoes on the forward feet 


of a horse often cause lameness. Be- 
fore the horse was shod he traveled on 
the wall sole and frog of the foot, the 
frog taking off the Jar to some extent 
and keeping the heels from contract- 
Ing. Thick heel shoes or high hec-l 
calks often cause lameness by chang- 
ing tie foot from Its natural obliquity 
to a -direction approaching perpendic- 
ular, changing the position of the 
bones so the iiavicular bone is made 
to bear weight for which it was not 
intended and causing lameness. Shoe 
with a shoe same thickness at heel us 
at the toe; let frog come down so it 
strikes the ground; do not cut out bot- 
tom of the foot or frog. Level where 
shoe rests; use a level shoe. With driv- 
ers use four nails on the outside of 
foot and three nails on inside, giving 
heels a chance to spread. Horses shod 
this way in the forward feet are not 
liable to get lame by being shod, and 
in most cases where the horse is lame 
forward he is helped. In most cases 
•where the lameness is behind a high 
heel is best.—James Wixson, V. S. 


Indiscriminate Breeding. 


Farmers can no more be stopped 


from breeding all kinds of mares now- 
adays than they could be induced to 
breed their good mares in the days of 
depression, says Breeder's Gazette. 
The current is running strongly in the 
direction of horse breeding, and all fol- 
low blindly in the swim. It is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that we have n 
larger proportion of acceptable sires 
in service now than we had a decade 
or so ago, and the number of undesira- 
ble mares is probably smaller, but nev- 
ertheless a lot of horses will be pro- 
duced from the matings of this sea- 
son which will need a -war demand to 
take them off our hands. And we can- 
not reckon on such a war demand as 
has been present for the past three 
years. Every reason exists why farm- 
ers should breed all acceptable mares 
to good stallions, but it is a gamble if 
some of them get out hide whole oc 
their venture in mating indiscrimi- 
nately their nondescript mares. 


Advance Orders For Horses. 


Some of the largest users of horses 


on the Atlantic coast are placing their 
orders now for fall supplies of horses, 
evidently expecting a rise in the price 
of draft horses. 
Such orders an1 


not usually placed before September.— 
Farm and Ranch. 


How England Bnyn Horses. 


The bulk of certain grades of army 


horses are purchased from the London 
bus companies by the British govern- 
ment. The horses are annually in- 
spected, and as many as fill an army 
class are numbered and subsidized at 
a given price. 
The residue of the 


horses for military use are purchased 
from dealers, many of them being im- 
ported especially to sell to the English 
government. 
There is no monopoly 


in the purchasing of remounts, gtm- 
ners or troopers. The dealer who has 
the grades that the service needs fur- 
nishes the horses. Any one may ship 
horses to Liverpool or London and sell 
to the government agents. The dealer 
notifies the department, which sends 
a buyer around to inspect the animals. 


The government, however, relies on 


certain shippers, together with its sub- 
sidized horses, to supply the demand. 
The shippers, are experienced horse- 
men and know as well as the depart- 
ment the kind of horses needed in the 
different branches of the service.— 
Drovers' Journal. 


Circus Horse*. 


A New York firm is reported as hav- 


ing made a contract with Barnum & 
Bailey's circus to deliver to them on 
their return from Europe 300 fancy 
draft horses, all to be from four to 
seven years old. between sixteen and 
seventeen hands high and weighing 
from 3,600 to 2,000 pounds each. They 
are to be smooth, shapely animals, with 
deep, full middles, closely ribbed, on 
short legs and with good dispositions. 
The price is to be $3155 each, or a total 
of $100,300. This, of course, is being 
used as an argument in favor of breed- 
ing the draft horse, and it is all right, 
but the farmer is not running a circus 
and does not desire to pay much extra 
money to make a show of himself or 
his team when he drives to the village. 
These teams are as much a part of 
their advertising as their many posters 
in gaudy colors or their street parade 
will be.—American Cultivator. 


Hnt» For Horned. 


Lnst year tho exigencies of trade in- 


duced a Boston importer o£ Japanese 
goods to place on the American mar- 
kets horse bats. This season the Hn- 
mano society in New York city baa 
givou nwny to teamsters of various 
sorts several thousands of these huts 
and proposes ns soon ns it can obtain 
them to distribute many more. While 
it mny seem n little strange to find 
the methods of southern Europe copied 
so closely ns in the instance of the 
horse hat in this western laud, it is 
very pleasant to observe this added 
measure of kindness being dealt out 
to the horses. The use of these horso 
hats originated In Genoa, Italy.

A reader in Iowa asks for an oc- 


tagonal barn plan. In his neighbor- 
hood nearly all tbe barns hare been 
destroyed by windstorms, and he 
•wants something that will not blow 
away. He wants a barn to hold fifty 
head of cattle—no horses, no machin- 
ery or chickens. 


Professor E. W. Stuart in his ad- 


mirable book. "Feeding Animals," 11-

lustrates the octagonal barn and 
speaks of its great advantages. The 
form has always seemed to me open to 
the objection of being hard to fill with 
hay and more difficult to arrange in 
the interior. However, it may be that 
the great amount of space secured at 
the cost of a much less amount in tbe 
square form more than balances the 
objection. 
I find this octagonal barn 


of twenty-five feet on a side has in it 
about 800 square feet more space than 
the same amount of wall in a square 
form. That is equal to gaining a barn 
20 by 40 feet However, the main ob- 
jection^ that of filling the bar a. re- 
mains to be attacked. We will get 
around it largely by erecting a gable 
on one of the sides of the roof and run- 
ning a track in from that height, 
which may be carried across to within 
twenty feet of the opposite side, and 
that will serve very well to distribute 
tbe hay. 


We will make the walls twenty-four 


ftet high, the basement eight or ten 
feet, the roof will rise twenty feet, and 
the little turret in tbe peak will be 
about forty-eight feet above the foun- 
dation. 
The roof is self sustaining, 


the plates being bolted together at the 
corners and held by a band of iron 
four feet long bent to fit and solidly 
bolted, so that ,the corners can never 
spread. The plates are of 2 by 12, two 
parts. All parts are of joist construc- 
tion. 


The basement plan shows stalls for 


over sixty cattle. The larger cattle 
would be in the outer circle, the small- 
er ones in the inner row. One feeding 
alley serves for the two rows, and a 
circular track brings in grain or silago 
and another circular track and convey^, 
or take away the manure. Above the 
passage and just within the outer door 
there will be shoots from above, down 
which will come hay, bran and other 
feed, the granaries being located there 
and filled from the same door that 
takes in hay. There would be other 
hay shoots leading down to the feed 
alley. 


Abundant light and air are let into

Pointer* That Will Be I'sefnl Wbe» 


One Cor* to Make Selection*. 


To begin with, it must be remem- 


bered that most mutton brv-eds can be j 
raised profitably for their flesh alone.! 
Of course the woul should be taken In- j 
to tvi.sideratioii. as it is also a valua-1 
ble product from the flock. Get as I 
much of it as practicable. It should | 
also be of as good quality ns possible. ] 
In considering the fat sheep, which of 
Cuur»e is the ultimate end of all mut- 
ton breeds, it should be Jhe object of i 
the breeder to select animals which j 
produce as large quantities of the higb 
priced cuts as possible. 


In judging mutton sheep the object 


!s to determine which animals will pro- 
duce the largest amount of valuable 
meat. Always begin at the bend and 
work backward. 
First examine the 


mouth to determine the age of the an- 
imal. An old sheep with poor teeth 
will not fatten -cveU, nor will the prod- 
uce be of high quality when it is ob- 
tained. Examine the bead, remember- 
ing that the feeder, the butcher, tbe 
consumer and the wool manufacturer 
must be considered. The feeder wants 
tbe animal which will make the most 
economical gains; the butcher wants 
the animal which will dress tbe great 
est amount of high priced cuts. 


The feeder wants a head wide be- 


tfreen the eyes and comparatively 
short. The chest should be wide and 
deep. Determine this by holding the 
hands flat above and below and on ei- 
ther side. The buyer will soon be able 
to judge of the capacity of sheep for 
assimilating feed. The shoulder blad« 
should be sloping and the point of the 
shoulder well covered. 
Examine th-j 


back very carefully. 
It should be 


straight, with no sagging whatever. 
The backbone should be attached to 
the hips smoothly, and tbe ribs should 
be well sprung. Always grasp the leg 
of the sheep just above the knee nnd 
see that the animal is well fleshed 
down. 
Much depth and thickness in 


the twist are very desirable. The chest 
should be wide, indicating lung capac- 
ity. 


In examining the fleece, open it on 


the shoulder and flanks, then on the 
hind quarter. The best wool Is found 
over tbe shoulder. That on the hip is 
not so good- Never open the fleece on 
the back, as there is a tendency for 
the mud and rain to get down nnd 
produce rheumatism and general dis- 
comfort. 


Quality in n sheep Is Indicated by 


tbe head, absence of hair on legs and 
face, fineness of bone, etc. 
Condition 


in sheep is difficult to determine, for 
the reason that when the sheep begins 
to take on fat this is stored up ou tho 
inside first. Later the fat appears on 
the outside, particularly about the 
rump; then follows along the back nud 
finally down over tbe shoulder and on 
the flank. 


In animals for breeding purpose: 


these points must of course be given 
due weight, but it must also be remem- 
bered that the breeding animal i-aust 
have great vigor of constitution, capac- 
ity for transmitting characteristics and 
moderate coarseness of bone. A very 
fine bone is not desired in a breeding 
animal; neither must it be too coarse. 
In an animal to be fattened tile matter 
of taking on flesh quickly is of more 
Importance than constitution aud char- 
acter of bone. 


To Improve <l»e Horse. 


If some owners of borses would 


epend more for feed and less for whips, 
they would have more spirited ani- 
mals.—Atcbison Globe.
